Few organizations have been as 
inactive. Monday's meeting was Cancelled, 
Making it the second time this semester 
the Senate has decided it has nothing to 
talk about Remembering that the Senate 
met just three times during the fall, one 
has to wonder why it even exists.

More than 300 miles of the famous 
path cut through Missouri, connecting St 
Louis, Springfield, and Joplin along a line 
that roughly parallels Interstate 44. 

In 1985 Route 66 was officially shut 
down, falling prey to the interstate high 
way system, 

“Route 66 is arguably the mast famous 
highway: in. the United States” Powell 
said. “It was the first route west for many 
people, and it may have been the first 
highway to be completely paved along its 
length. It has been billed as the mainstreet 
of America for many years. It represents
